Townrd evenmg we marched off and

After a short march we encountered 
and fought a French army northeast 
of Donchery. Only thi- enemy's renr 
ciinrd \\")" on our side of the Meuse. 
To It was given the duty of covering 
tli*- crossing of the main body of the 
French armies over thr Meuse, which 
ivn«; done near Doncbery. 


The few brhlges left standing were 


not sufficient for the enemy to cross 
as sneedliy as lie should hnve. As a 
result there developed In Donchery a 
terrible fij;ht. The French made an 
enormous effort. There was a terrible 
slan'jht^r ns man fougrt against man. 
It wa« one of the most fearful battles 
I have ever irltm^sed. No one knew 
afterwards bow many he had ktlfed. 
sometime? stronger men, then weaker 
ones ntinckert. The glare from burn-
